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Rural Electrification 
Discussed By M.D. 


Rural electrification was one 
of the principal topics discussed 
at the meeting of the Mountain 
View M.D. Council held at Dids- 
bury on Monday. 

Mr. Gale, of the Calgary Power 
Co., in*interviewing the council, 
stated that under the post-war 
re-construction scheme for rural 
electrification, the Dominion Gov: 
ernment had urged that several 
experimental projects be estab- 
lished and that the area adjacent 
to Olds had been selected for one 
of the projects, It is proposed 
to run main lines 12 miles east 
and 8 miles west of Olds between 
Twps. 32 and 33, with feeder lines 
running north and south. The 
average length of line between 
farms must be not greater than 
% mile, with a miximum length 
not to exceed 1!, miles 

A contribution towards the cost 
of construction by the farmers 
who proposed using the power 
would be $100.00, to be collected 
before construction started 


The minimum monthly charge 
for power would be $5.00 per 
month, which would include 20 
kw. hours of energy, and all 
energy in excess of 20 kw. hours 
would cost 2c per kw. It is nee- 
essary that 100 subscribers be 
obtained to make the project suc- 
cessful 

The council agreed to give the 
project their support 

Arrangements were made, sul- 
ject to the consent of the min- 
ister, for the sale of two quarter 

. Sections of land which the Mun- 
icipality hold under tax recovery 
proceedings 

An application for exemption 
of taxes on a soldier’s farm prop 
erty was refused. This property 
was acquired in March of 1944, 
while the soldier enlisted in 1942, 
The property, therefore, was not 
the soldier’s home property prior 
to enlistment, and not eligible for 
exemption 

It was reported that gravelling 
had started on the secondary road 
east of Olds, and it is hoped that 
considerable gravel would be laid 
during the month. Progress in 
grading had been very slow on 
account of the wet weather, but 
all grader crews were operating 
at present 

Grants were made of $75.00 to 
the Crossfield Fish & Game 
League, towards the campaign 
against predatory birds; $200.00 
to the Canadian Institute for the 
Blind; $150,00 each to the Dids- 
bury and Olds Agricultural Soci- 
eties 

The secretary was instructed 
to purchase 1000 pounds of sod- 
ium chloride for weed irradica- 
tion, and the weed inspectors 
were instructed to insist that 
farmers mow the road allowance 
adjoining their farms,

11 mills last year.

Duties Lifted 
On Machinery 


Farmers and other consumers 
purchasing imported agricultural 
equipment and repair parts will 
benefit from the government action 
in removing consumer duties and 
war exchange oa these items as 
announced in the Budget speech 
The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board announced that an order had 
been passed by which importers, 
wholesalers and dealers are required 
to pass on to the consumer any re-
